Jeff Russell (KTM) was 
the runner-up, and Matt Stavish 
(KTM), Alan Randt (KTM) and Jeff 
Fredette (Kaw) rounded out the top five 
overall. Having clinched the title at the 
previous round, Randy Hawkins (Suz) 
posted the best score in the enduro, but 
was penalized for missing an observa- 
поп check. 


Mike Kiedrowski (Kaw) was the 
winner of the November 8 Osaka 
Supercross in Japan. Jeff Ward 
(Kaw) finished second, ahead of 
Jimmy Button (Suz) and Jeff Mati- 
asevich (Kaw). 


Larry Ward (Suz) won both ends of 
the doubleheader Swedish Supercross 
in Stockholm, Sweden, November 6- 
7. Ward, Sweden's Marcus Hansson 
(Hon) and Cliff Palmer (Suz) 
rounded out the top three the first 
night, and Ward, Michael Craig 
(Kaw) and Hansson finished 1-2-3 the 
second night. 


Rex Staten (Hon) won the Vet Pro 
class at the White Bros. World Vet MX 
Championships, held at Perris Race- 
way in Perris, California, November 
8. Johnny O'Mara (Hon) finished 
second, while Mike Beier (Yam), 
Ron Turner (Kaw) and Joe Wad- 
dington (Yam) rounded out the top 
five. The win gave Staten his fourth 
World Vet MX Championship title. 


Former Supercross and 125cc National 
Champion Johnny O'Mara com- 
peted in the White Bros. Vet World 
Championships aboard a Team Peak/ 
Pro Circuit Honda CR125. “It’s the 
same bike that Jeromy Buehl raced 
this season," said O'Mara, who fin- 
ished second overall in the Vet Pro 
class.

T he American Motorcyclist Association is just 883 members away from an 


stood at 199,117 at the end of October, putting the Association less than 1000 


members from its 1992 goal of 200,000. 


АМА membership has grown nearly 50% in the past decade, and 1s up nearly 
9000 since the beginning of the year, putting the 200,000 mark within reach for 
the first time in the Association's 68-year history. 

“Ме have watched the membership numbers rising steadily over the past several 
years," said Ed Youngblood, AMA president. “Reaching 200,000 seemed impossible 
only a few years ago, but now it's within our reach.” 

Mark Mederski, vice president of membership for the AMA, urged current AMA 
members to help put the Association over the top by signing up a friend now. 

"Call it an early Christmas present or whatever," said Mederski, “but bring 
a friend into the AMA before the end of the year. You'll be making an important 
contribution to the future of motorcycling in this country." 

What will a 200,000-member AMA do for America's motorcyclists? Mederski 
said 1t will give all motorcycle riders additional clout. 

"We'd like to reach 200,000 because it's a nice, round number," he said. “Ви! 
there's more to it than that. When we contact legislators, testify at public hearings 
or take motorcyclist rights cases to court, it helps to have the backing of more 
motorcyclists. When we tell politicians we speak for 200,000 of their constituents,

old Hill Racing gave Fritz Kling 

their outrageously fast Yamaha 

FZR1000-powered, OW01-framed 
hybrid to compete in the final round of 
WERA Formula USA competition at 
Road Atlanta, and for the second time 
this year Kling was again the spoiler 
thrown into the series. Kling took the 
overall win out of the hands of 
Yoshimura Suzuki’s Dave Sadowski, 
who had won the first of the two-leg 
event, with a deft last-lap pass for victory 
and the $5000 winner’s share of the 
$17,650 F-USA purse. 

Since Kling had taken second behind 
Sadowski in the first leg, and won the tie- 
breaking second, he was awarded the 
overall win. Thus, Kling’s record on the 
Gold Hill machine remains flawless - two 
victories in two attempts, with the first 





win occurring at the fifth round of the 
series at Indianapolis Raceway Park. 

“In the first leg I just wanted to go out 
and finish,” said Donald Jacks, who 
ended up a conservative sixth in that 
race. “But in the second I figured I’d go 
for the cash and try and finish on the 
podium to prove that I didn’t get the title 
by finishing mid-pack.” 

Jacks did indeed turn up the wick in 
the second leg, finishing third and taking 
third overall. More importantly, Jacks 
earned the 1992 Formula USA title by 
virtue of his 122 accumulated points, 22 
points clear of his Valvoline Suzuki 
teammate Michael Martin, who ended 
the year with 100 points. 

Entering this final round, Martin was 
the only person mathematically able to 
catch Jacks. Martin, trailing by 18 points 





d 





entering the final round, would have to 
win the overall to get the title - and only 
if Jacks didn't score a single champi- 
onship point in this final round. This was 
not to be. Martin's Keith Perry-tuned 
methanol burning "Monster" had blown 
its motor in a practice session immediate- 
ly before the first F-USA leg, leaving him 
to compete on one of the team's bullet- 
proof, yet relatively slow, endurance- 
spec bikes. Martin rode the wheels off the 
machine, and captured fifth overall. 

Christian Gardner was fourth on the 
weekend on a Gold Hill Yamaha OW01 - 
and was the highest placing 750cc super- 
bike rider present. 

WERA decided to do away with 
timed qualifying for F-USA in favor of a 
qualifying heat race. And the surprise of 
the weekend was the person who earned 
pole position by winning Friday's six-lap 
qualifier - Kawasaki Canada's Steve 
Crevier. After Crevier's controversial dis- 
qualification at the sixth round of the 
series at the Pocono Cycle Jam (Crevier 
won the first leg there, but was stripped 
of the victory when he broke WERA 
rules and overshot turn one on the cool- 
down lap), many had thought he would 
never return. 

But return he did, and after beating 
Kling to the line in the qualifier, he 
became a heavy favorite to win the main 
event. However, fate would again stop 
the Canadian Superbike champion as 
Crevier was forced to retire early in the 
second leg when one of his handlebars 
broke off. After finishing a close third in 
the first leg, and 26th in the second, 
Crevier ended up 13th overall. 

The last position on the front row next 
to Crevier and Kling went to Chuck 
Graves. The race would not go so well 
for Graves. 

"I don't know what happened," said 
Graves after he coasted to a halt in turn 
one with barely two laps of the first leg 
completed. "The bike just broke." Graves 
finished last in that leg, took eighth in the 
next, and ended up 21st overall. 

Qualifying fourth overall and heading 
up the second row in WERA's three-two 
grid formation was defending F-USA 
champion Rich Oliver and his self-tuned 
Yamaha TZ250. On the outside of row 
two was another Yamaha mounted rider, 
this one the FZR1000 of Miami, Florida's 
Mark Chin. 

Martin, who usually doesn't get up to 








speed until the actual race, qualified 
sixth, and was on the inside of the third 
row. Lee Shierts qualified seventh, 
Stephen Mathews cautiously rode into 
eighth on the grid (his Ducati 888 had 
already been sold to an enthusiastic col- 
lector, on the condition that the bike be 
delivered in flawless condition or the 
deal would be void). 

"I didn't have much time on the 
Formula USA bike," said Jacks. "I was 
concentrating more on the (Suzuki Cup) 
bikes." The lack of time showed, as Jacks 
qualified ninth. 

"I was going for a win in the (qualify- 
ing heat race) when the crankshaft broke 
with two laps remaining - but I still fin- 
ished," said Yoshimura's Sadowski, who 
was soon pulling his 883cc Cosworth-kit- 
ted Suzuki GSXR750 motor out of the 
chassis and preparing for a total rebuild, 
happy that he had hung on to 10th on the 
grid to share the fourth row with Jacks. 

John Ashmead, Gardner, and Titian 
Bue rounded out the fifth row. 


Formula USA 


At the start of the first leg, Graves shot 
from the outside of row one straight into 
the lead, with a determined Martin fol- 
lowing. Kling was third, anxious to get 
into the lead, and quickly took second 
from Martin. Behind them, a jumbled 
group of riders came charging through 
the confusion of the first turn - Mathews, 
Gardner, and Crevier among them. 

With the aid of Mike Fargnoli and 
Kevin Hine, Sadowski's Suzuki GSXR 
was fully prepared F-USA, but he 
remembered well the last round where 
he fried a clutch off the starting line. He 
slowly eased off grid, ending up in the 
fray for fourth. 

As the riders entered the first turn to 
begin the second lap, Graves rolled to a 
halt, dismounted, and began fidgeting 
with the bike; he soon started his walk 
back to the pits. 

Kling took over the lead, with 
Sadowski and Crevier trailing. Martin 
was a lonely fourth, a position he would 
hold to the finish. 

Sadowski wasted little time getting 
into the lead, and Kling and Crevier were 
the only ones who could match his pace. 

The order of those front three shifted 
little until the last lap. Sadowski was 
leading with Kling preparing to make his 
move - ditto for Crevier.. 

"I messed up turn seven on the last 
lap," said Kling, "Sadowski was in front 
of me, and Crevier passed me too (in 
turn seven). I regrouped and outbroke 
Crevier under the Nissan bridge, but 
couldn't catch Sadowski - he was too far 
gone." 

And so the first leg ended, Sadowski 
victorious, Kling and Crevier second and 
third, respectively. Martin had hung on 
to fourth with Gardner fifth. Jacks had 
started slowly - somewhere around the 
bottom of the top 10 - but ended up sixth, 
followed by Oliver and his little Yamaha 
TZ250. Shierts, Dutchman's Scott 
Zampach, who was fighting handling 
difficulties all weekend, and Mathews 
rounded out the top 10. 

Inherently weak dry clutch and all, 
Sadowski jumped out of the pole posi- 
tion (the grid for the second leg is deter- 
mined by the finishing order of the first) 
to lead the first lap with Kling and 
Crevier following. Martin again had а 
good start, putting himself in fourth with 
Jacks and Gardner in tow. 

Zampach’s race ended after only a lap 
with mechanical difficulties, and 
Sadowski also started to slow. On the 
second lap he dropped to third, and on 
the next go-around, he was back to 
fourth behind Crevier, Kling and Jacks. 

On the fourth lap, it was Crevier's 
turn to slow; his right handlebar had 
cracked, forcing him to retire. Jacks 
inherited second, but soon let it go to

Sadowski . Jacks then dropped back a bit 
to eventually finish third. Oliver had 
been running eighth, the highest placing 
two-stroke rider, until the sixth lap when 
he coasted to a halt at the exit of turn five 
with a broken third gear. 

Enter the last lap, with Kling leading 
out of the fateful turn seven that leads 
onto Road Atlanta's long back straight. 
Sadowski was trailing, and slung past 
Kling to lead at the crest of the dip. 

“After Sadowski got to top speed (on 
the backstraight) his bike would wobble 
from my wind,” said Kling. “I mean if I 
would move around in his draft at top 
speed it would make him wobble - I was 
doing it to him on the last three laps - 
and when he did, I went past (under the 
Nissan Bridge).” 

Entering the final corner, Sadowski 
tried to motor around the outside of 
Kling, and almost made the pass stick, 
but he came up about a foot short as the 
two crossed the finish line side-by-side. 

“Both Fritz (Kling) and the Gold Hill 
bike were flawless today. I congratulate 
them." said Sadowski after the race, sur- 
prisingly content with second after victo- 
ry was so close. 

Behind Jacks and Gardner came 
Shierts in fifth, followed by Martin, Chin, 
Graves, Ashmead and Tripp Nobles on 
his Muzzy Kawasaki ZX-7R supersport 
bike. 


+ Formula II 


Rich Oliver proved to be the fastest 
Formula Two rider present at the Road 
Atlanta round of WERA/Air Tech 
Formula Two racing. He led every lap of 
the Е-П event and took a commanding 
13-second win over Southwest 
Motorsports’ Chris D'Aluisio. A close 
third went to Hall'N'Still's Bruce Baldus. 

"Everything was great!" said a happy 
Oliver after the race. "My bike worked 
well, and once I got into the lead, I fig- 
ured why not back down on the power - 
then Chris had a little problem, and 
everything worked out." For his efforts, 
Oliver pocketed the $3000 winner's share 
of the $10,000 F-II purse. 

"| chose the wrong compound tires," 
said D'Aluisio, who nearly highsided in 
turn five a bit before the halfway point of 
the 14-lap race. "The bike just stepped 
out and threw my feet up over the bike - 
it was miraculous that I came back down 
right on the bike." D'Aluisio soon gave 
up trying to catch Oliver, and had to fend 
off an attack by Baldus, who had won the 
previous Road Atlanta round of the 
series in May. 

"| was just trying to stay away from 
(Southwest Motorsports’) Colin 
Edwards,” expiained Baldus, “when all 
of a sudden, I came up over turn five and 
I knew that D’Aiuisio did something

because he had been ahead of me a ways, 
and I had closed on him." 

Baldus fought D'Aluisio for second 
until the second to last lap when he 
almost crashed in the slow, bumpy turn 
seven - after which D'Aluisio pulled 
away to a safe second with Baldus third. 
Edwards took a solitary fourth and 
Canadian Jon Cornwell was fifth. 

Then came the championship battle 
between Dianetics' Don Greene and Scott 
Hall Import's Kurt Hall, the latter in his 
rookie season on a 250cc two-stroke. 

Entering this round, Greene trailed 
Hall by 14 points, and his best hope was 
for Hall's bike to break. But Hall has fin- 
ished every race on the Scotty Beach- 
tuned Yamaha TZ250 and this round 
would be no different. 

"Scotty tuned the bike really rich to 
ensure that it would finish," said Hall. "I 
was a little disappointed to not be able to 
race for the win, but I guess there was a 
bigger picture involved." 

That "bigger picture" was the F-II 
title, and since Hall finished seventh, 
right behind Greene, he earned the 
championship in his first year in the class 
by virtue of his 110 points. Greene stayed 
in second with 97 and Baldus ended the 
season third with 79 points. 

The start of the race was all Oliver. 
The Californian stormed off into the lead 
and never looked back. D'Aluisio did the 
same in second after fighting off an early 
charge by Greene. Baldus and Hall 
trailed in fourth and fifth. 

Within a few laps, Greene began to 
fade a bit with Hall drópping with him. 
Baldus soon took over the third place 


spot - where he finished - and Edwards . 


was charging up after a relatively slow 
start to earn fourth. Cornwell also moved 
around the Greene/Hall duo to take 
fifth, with the latter two finishing sixth 
and seventh, respectively. 

Bill Himmelsbach, Danny Walker, 
and Brad Sawyer rounded out the top 10.

Michael Barnes looked set to run 
away with his second consecutive Moto- 
Liberty Formula III event after leading 
the first few laps. Barnes, though, 
crashed out on the third go-around. 
Thus, Canadian Jon Cornwell earned a 
hard-fought win over Moto Liberty's 
Doug Carmichael, who edged out Mike 
Himmelsbach for second. 

Carmichael secured the F-III champi- 
onship over Nicky Hayden, fourth today, 
by accumulating 49 points, five ahead of 
Hayden's 45. Cornwell finished third 
overall with 36 points.

when Valvoline Suzuki’s Kurt Hall took 
a convincing win over Hall’N’Still’s 
Bruce Baldus and David Stanton. Kevin 
Rentzell and Andy Milton rounded out 
the top five. Before this round Hall had 
secured the 600cc Superstock title, and 
padded his points to 107 over second- 
seeded Baldus’ 77. 

The 750сс Superstock race saw a thin 
field of eight riders grid for the start. 
When the race got underway, Stanton 
took the early lead, which he quickly lost 
to Muzzy Kawasaki’s Nobles, who 
would remain in front for the entire race. 
Stanton faded back to fourth before even- 
tually retiring on the fifth of 10 laps. 
Titian Bue trailed Nobles for the entire 
race and took second ahead of 1992 class 
champion Tom Wilson.

Road Atlanta

BRASELTON, GA, OCT. 29-NOV. 1 
wo racers emerged clearly supe- 
rior from the 1992 invitation-only 
WERA Metzeler Grand National 
Finals - Expert class racer Kurt Hall 
and Novice Brian Gibbs - and both 


can now claim to be the best of the 
best in WERA sprint racing. 

Veteran Hall made his mark in the 
hotly contest Suzuki Cup Finals, win- 
ning all three of the races (600cc, 


750сс, and 1100cc). In doing so, Hall 
topped such notable riders as Britt 
Turkington, Donald Jacks, Michael 
Martin, David Sadowski, Chuck 
Graves, 1992 1100cc and 750cc 
Superstock Champion Tom Wilson, 
Bruce Baldus and Don Canet, among 
many others. 

There is little wonder that such 
stiff competition comes out for the 
Suzuki Cup Finals - each race pays 
$5000 to the winnner. For his three- 
race effort, Hall pocketed $15,000 in 
Suzuki contingency money. 

While Hall was dominating the 
Expert ranks, Gibbs was doing the 
same in the Novice categories. Gibbs 
was unstoppable, taking home three 
National titles in B Production, B 
Superbike and C Superbike. In fact, it 
seemed that the only thing that could 
stop Gibbs was first gear in his ex- 
Scott Russell Kawasaki ZX7R super- 
sport bike. The extra-tall initial gear 
caused Gibbs to stall the bike at the 
start of A Production Novice; he 
entered the race dead last, yet still 
finished third. The tall first gear also 
contributed to Gibbs frying a new 
clutch at the start of the Formula 1 
Novice race. 

Kevin Rentzell, healing well from a 
1991 accident that put him out of 
action with a severely broken leg, 
returned to WERA racing with a 
vengeance. With his trademark 
aggressive style in full swing, 
Rentzell won two GNF titles with vic- 
tories in C Superbike Expert and C 
Superstock Expert. 

Tom Wilson, the 1992 WERA Pro 
Series 1100cc and 750cc Superstock 
Champion, was also a multi-time 
winner, claiming victories in B 
Superbike Expert and the non-Pro 
Series А Superstock Expert. 

Chris Taylor piloted a Yamaha 
TZ250 to victory in both Formula One 
and Formula Two Novice, beating out 
Metzeler Future Stars and А 
Production Champion Barry 
Rompella in the former, and Aaron 
Yates in the latter. Taylor performed 
so well that WERA officials promoted 





him to the Expert class on Sunday. 

In the Novice ranks, Yates was the 
most formidable challenger to Gibbs; 
he pressured, yet never bested Gibbs 
in numerous races. Yates, though, did 
end up with the D Superbike Novice 
National title, and he also won 
Sunday's Metzeler Future Stars event, 
topping Gibbs, C Production Novice 
National champion Patrick Ludwig, 
and Taylor, among others. 

WERA Grand National racing 
began on Thursday with the com- 
bined Vintage Two and Four race. 
Piloting a Suzuki T-500 two-stroke to 
victory was Brad Morrison, who also 
rode a liquid-cooled three-cylinder 
Suzuki two-stroke to victory in 
Vintage Five, making Morrison the 
last in the elite club of multi-title win- 
ners at this year's GNF. i 

Gibbs’ first race of the weekend 
was next, the Metzeler C Production 
Novice race. Gibbs, who was lacking 
many points in the class, had to start 
from the second wave, 15 seconds 
after the first wave was released. 

"I had my sights on the leaders," 
said a disappointed Gibbs after the 
race. "When I felt someone crawling 
on my rear. Then (the trailing rider) 
hit my exhaust pipe, and sent me off 
into the gravel." 

Gibbs kept the bike upright, re- 
entered the race, and finished ninth. 
It would not be until the fifth race of 
the day, Metzeler B Production 
Novice, that Gibbs earned his first 
victory. 

For that race, Gibbs bolted a stock 
pipe onto his Kawasaki ZX-7R racer, 
and started on the third row of the 
second wave. By the third lap, Gibbs 
had leaders Barry Rompella and 
Patrick Ludwig in sight, and he 
passed them both by the halfway 
point. Lanny Allen was fourth with 
Darryl Wills fifth. | 

Rompella got his revenge іп А 
Production Novice as he bested 
Ludwig and Gibbs, who had stalled 
on the starting line. They finished in 
that order, respectively. Wills and 
Allen rounded out the top five. 

Between those Novice Production 
races, Eric Falt used his Rotax 600cc 
single to hold off the charging 
Hayden brothers, Tommy and Nicky, 
for victory in Clubman Expert. 
Winfred Hopp and Jason Sanders 
rounded out the top five. Robert 
Brown, meanwhile, beat Raymond 
Carter and Donald Fine for victory in 
Clubman Novice. 

Mark Sweeney won the final 
Metzeler-sponsored race, D 
Production, over Paul Palombo and 
Patrick Mullen; and Wilson took his 
first victory in a shocking final race of 
the day, B Superbike Expert, topping 
Greg Abbott and Dean Hayes. Wilson 
had been dicing with Rentzell for the 
entire race, but when the two round- 
ed the final turn for the last time, 
Rentzell pitched his Honda CBR600 
away, got up, and ran across the fin- 
ish line in time to take third overall. 
Unfortunately for Rentzell, WERA 
rules mandate that both the bike and 
rider must cross the finish line to be 
counted, and Rentzell had to settle for 
last place. 

Most of the racing time on Friday 
was eaten up by the four-hour EBC 
Endurance race, but there was time 
enough for a few National 
Championship races. First up was the 
non-Pro Series C Superstock Expert, 
won by Rentzell over Mike 
Himmelsbach and Tray Batey. 

Yamaha FZR1000-mounted Craig 
Gaver won the red-flag halted 
Formula One Expert race over Greg 
Abbott, Wilson, David McGrath, and 
Larry Locklear. Then Chris Taylor 











won the same Novice class race over 
Rompella and Yates with Allen and 
Chris Lumkin rounding out the top 
five. 

“Bill (Himmelsbach) beat me to the 
finish line for every lap except the 
last," said Brad Sawyer, who won the 
lead race on Saturday, Formula II 
Expert. "Himmelsbach was faster 
than me under the Nissan bridge, but 
on that last lap, I said ^to hell with it,' 
and dove under him." That last lap 
pass not only allowed Sawyer to win 
the F-II race, it also enabled him to 
become the four-time consecutive 
WERA F-II champion - a WERA 
record. 

Gibbs won his final two races on 
Saturday, with victories in B and C 
Superbike. 

Fritz Kling and Tripp Nobles went 
head to head in B Superstock Expert, 
with Kling getting a hard-fought win. 
Tray Batey took third, Tom Wilson, 
who had misjudged the suspension 
setup and accidentally ran Batey off 
the track in high-speed turn four on 
the third lap, took fourth, with Ray 
Yoder Jr. fifth. 

Richard Eyman won the final race 
of the day, Unlimited Twins, over 
Robert Bates and Fausto Amatore. All 
three were Ducati mounted. 

All three Suzuki Cup Finals were 
held on Sunday, with the 600сс race 
coming first. In that race, Hall and 
Jacks were inseparable, and the whole 
event came down the final turn of the 
final lap. 

Jacks was in the lead under the 
Nissan bridge - the second to last cor- 
ner - but heading down the hill 
towards turn 12, Hall downshifted 
twice, instead of the required three 
times, and stuffed up underneath his 
Valvoline teammate in turn 12, the 
last bend. 

“It was a pretty risky pass - though 
it didn't feel chancey, because I was 
carrying more speed than Donald," 
said Hall, who edged Jacks across the 
line. 

"I never really rode the Superstock 
bikes all year, and when we got here I 
was severely underpowered on all 
three (the GSXR600, 750 апа 1100)," 
said Michael Martin, who underwent 
a blitzkrieg of development in the 
three days preceding the GNF, but 
was still underpowered. However, 
Martin held on for third in the 600cc 
final, ahead of David Sadowski and 
Don Canet. 

The 750cc final was equally 
thrilling, with Hall and Turkington 
battling for the lead. This race would 
also be decided in the final few turns. 

“I knew I couldn't break away 
from Britt," said Hall, who waited 
until the second to last turn of the 
race to play his cards. "Last year, in 
the same race, Britt went inside 
(under the Nissan bridge) to keep me 
from passing him on the brakes, and 
won the race. I knew he was going to 
do that again, so I went around him 
on the outside. I guess old dogs can 
learn new tricks!" 

The crafty Hall was now $10,000 
richer, and looking forward to the 
final cup race, 1100cc Superstock. 
Jacks, Robert Wright, and Tom 
Wilson rounded out the top five. 

Comparatively speaking, the 
1100cc final was a snoozer - Hall went 
out and led every lap to finish nine 
seconds ahead of Jacks. Valvoline 
Suzuki support rider Stevie Patterson 
was third with Wright again fourth 
and Tray Batey fifth. 

"] owe a lot to Scotty Beach (his 
tuner)," said the $15,000 wealthier Hall 
after the 1100cc race. "To build one fast 
bike is an accomplishment, but it 
seemed that I had the fastest bike in

he final round of the WERA/EBC 

Brakes Endurance Series at Road 

Atlanta was a fitting end to another 
glorious season for Team Suzuki 
Endurance. The dominant team, which 
had earlier won its eighth endurance 
championship, topped Gold Hill Racing 
by less than a lap to win the four-hour 
event. 

Dutchman Racing - fresh off their 
AMA/CCS Endurance Challenge win at 
Daytona - finished third overall, three 
laps down on the leaders. Virginia 
Breeze, National Car Rental, and TSBA 
filled the top six - all of whom were 


competing in the Heavyweight 
Superbike class. 

And the race was filled with contro- 
versy. First, after little more than an 
hour was completed in the event, Team 
Suzuki Endurance’s oil cooler came 
loose on the team’s Suzuki GSXR1100, 
necessitating a lengthy pit stop for 
repairs. 

Luckily, Team Suzuki Endurance had 
fielded another Heavyweight Superbike 
team, and they simply switched lead 
riders Michael Martin and Kurt Hall 
from the "A" to the "B" Team Suzuki 
Endurance II (TSE-II) machine. Since 


Team Suzuki Endurance's first bike had 
a problem with an oil cooler. 











every move TSE makes is closely moni- 
tored throughout the pits, this caused 
quite an uproar. 

But soon it was discovered that 
everything was in order - Martin and 
Hall had signed up as riders for TSE-II 
before getting on the machine so every- 
thing was all very legal. 

But more problems surfaced. Gold 
Hill Racing pitted six times to refuel its 
stock gas tank equipped Yamaha OW01- 
framed, FZR1000-powered machine, 


` and their scorers missed one of those 


stops (mistakenly thinking that it was a 
lap that was missed). All of which trans- 


lated into an extra lap on the scoring 
sheets. 

So Gold Hill, piloted this weekend by 
Christian Gardner and Fritz Kling, was 
originally given the win, making things 
tense down in the Team Suzuki 
Endurance pits - they knew they had 
won, but had no way to prove it. 

Eventually, the WERA officials 
uncovered Gold Hill's scoring error and 
gave the win to Team Suzuki. 

However, all of these confusing 
nuances meant little to the title chase. 
Team Suzuki had long ago clinched the 
1992 title, and ended the season with 
1193.28 accumulated points - most of 
which were a direct result of winning all 
but three races entered this year. The 
closest competitor - Force Racing - was 
second overall and Heavyweight 
Production class champions with a dis- 
tant 857.50 points. 

If Force Racing, seventh at Road 
Atlanta, had not finished so well they 
could have lost second overall to the 
amazing Middleweight Production con- 
tenders, Team Pearls - who ended up 
third overall in the series, first in 
Middleweight Production with 833.70 
total points. Team Pearls had tried 
everything possible to capture second 
overall. 

"We had entered Heavyweight 
Production on our (Honda CBR600) F2 
because we didn't want to start 15 sec- 
onds behind Force with the rest of the 
Middleweight bikes," explained team 
rider Marty Lentz. "But then, towards 
the end of the first hour, I was going up 
the hill towards turn two and the motor 
started free-revving; I thought I had 
broken a chain, so I looked down. The : 
chain was still intact and I pulled off the 
track thinking that I might be leaking 
oil. I checked over the bike - which was 
fine - and noticed that there was not 
much free-play in the clutch lever, so I 
yanked the cable and tried to make it 
back in." 

Lentz soon realized that the team had 
a defective aftermarket clutch, and wait- 
ed for the crash truck to retrieve him. 
Team Pearls eventually finished 23rd 











overall, and so their hopes of second 
overall went away. 

Virginia Breeze snatched fourth over- 
all in the championship out of the hands 
of DAK Racing by finishing fourth at 
Road Atlanta; Virginia Breeze ends the 
season with 824.50 points, while DAK, 
who struggled to 11th overall today, fin- 
ishes with 823.38 points. 

Chuck and Susan Warren's Arclight 
Racing II finished eighth overall, first in 
Middleweight Production, barely nine 
laps down on the leaders. They secured 
seventh overall in the points standings, 
and were second behind Pearls in 
Middleweight Production. 

R.A. Racing was ninth, and 
Nicholson's Ann Arbor rounded out the 
top 10. Beast Racing edged out Royale 
Racing for 12th overall and the 
Middleweight Superbike class victory. 
Royale Racing, though, secured the 1992 
Middleweight Superbike series title by 
virtue of their 772 points, and also 
earned sixth overall in the standings. 

"We won the first race of the year, 
and I thought we won the last. That's 
kind of cool," said a happy Royale 
Racing team owner/captain Doug 
Henry. "We never crashed all season, 
the bike was perfect, and everything 
went well." 

The start of the race saw Kurt Hall 
put the Team Suzuki bike into the lead, 
but Fritz Kling and the Gold Hill bike 
were not far behind. Kling and Hall 
went at it for a while until Kling pulled 
slightly ahead. 

Team Suzuki, however, was uncon- 
cerned about Kling. They knew that 
Gold Hill would have to stop for fuel 
every 35 minutes or so, and Team 
Suzuki could stretch their stops past the 
hour mark. 

Team Suzuki soon learned that they 
couldn't run over the hour-and-10- 
minute mark, as they ran out of gas. 
Hall was a lap up at the time, and he 
switched to reserve, and brought the 
bike in, Martin got on but only complet- 
ed five or six laps before the oil cooler 
broke, and he eased into the pits. 

Martin waited in the pits until the 
TSE-II bike was scheduled to pit around 
the two-hour mark. At that point, 
Martin boarded the bike, which was a 
lap down to Gold Hill Racing. 
Meanwhile, Red Hot Racing was lead- 
ing Middleweight Superbike until after 
the halfway point, when the team's 
Yamaha FZR600 threw a chain. They 
ended up finishing 33rd overall. 

By the end of his hour long stint, 
Martin had closed the gap on Gold Hill 
to 15 seconds, and Hall would take the 
lead in the final hour while Gold Hill 


was in the pits. €N

Battle to Summers, war to Plessinger

WICKENBURG, AZ, NOV. 1 

ith the National Championship 

Hare Scrambles title on the line, 

Scott Plessinger did exactly what he 
had to do to earn his second series crown. 
The points situation was simple. If 
defending champ Scott Summers won the 
race, then Plessinger had to finish in the 
top eight overall to win the title. Summers 
did his part, winning the Motolink-pro- 
moted, PJl-sponsored event, but 














Plessinger rode a conservative race and 
finished fourth overall, good enough for 
the title. 

Team Honda’s Summers was at a 
point deficit due to missing one race with 
a wrist injury and placing low in another 
round while the wrist was still healing. 
Before the final round, however, 
Summers said that the wrist was close to 
being completely healed. 





“It’s almost 100 percent,” said 
Summers. “It should be okay for this 
race.” 

Summers’ victory was hard-earned, 
as he battled Suzuki’s Rodney Smith 
the entire 10 laps on the nine-mile 
course that was laid out by Motolink’s 
Greg Bauman. The course was 
described as being “wide open” by 
most of the Eastern riders, while the 
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riders from the West said it was “tight 
and technical.” 

Bauman felt the BLM-approved course 
was still too fast on Friday before the 
event, and he finally talked the BLM into 
letting him swap some of the open roads 
in the back sections for more technical ter- 
rain. The course consisted of mining 
roads, trails, sandwashes and lots of rocks. 
It was the only round in the schedule to 
offer desert-type terrain, but most of the 
National regulars felt that it was a fair test. 
The general consensus was that if the 
series was to really be a true National 
Championship, then a round should be 
run in the West. 

Most of the Eastern riders were still 
trying to dial in their suspension late 
Saturday. Summers’ mechanic, Fred 
Bramblett, changed shocks Saturday after- 
noon in an effort to get the right damping 
on the XR600 thumper. 

“Man, this terrain is so different from 
what we're used to back East," explained 
Summers. “We're trying to find the right 
damping combination." 

"1 wish we had the 630 kit for this 
race," added Bramblett. ^This course can 
use the extra power." 

When the starter waved the green 
flag, the first row of AA riders kicked 
their bikes to life on the dead-engine 
start and blasted their way to the first 
turn down a short straightaway: 
KIM/KRW Cycle/MSR/Duralube/ 
Temp Guard / Smith Goggles / 
Metzeler/Arai/DynoPort/ 
Tsubaki/Mikes Cycle Supply/KK 
Cycle/Sunco-backed Plessinger got the 
holeshot, with ISDE "Top American” 
Rodney Smith right behind him on his 
RM250 Suzuki, followed closely by 
Husqvarna four-stroke-mounted Mike 
Young. 

Summers got a poor jump off the 
line, but swept around at least four rid- 
ers through the first turn to quickly 
challenge for the lead. Smith wasted lit- 
tle time in displacing Plessinger for the 
top spot. American Honda/ Hondaline/ 
Powerbar/ Oakley / Bridgestone / White 
Bros/SprocketSpecialists/ 
1sumbaki/Arai/Camel- 
back/Fredette Racing / Маіег/ Ромег- 
mist/Bloomington Honda-sponsored 
Summers quickly powered past 
Plessinger and set off in pursuit of 
Smith. | 

At the end of the first lap, Smith led, 
but Summers was closing fast. Plessinger 
held third until Young moved past on lap 
two. Plessinger settled into a conservative 
race plan in order to capture the champi- 
onship 

"Yeah, I just cruised," said Plessinger. 
“1 just dropped back a bit to stay out of 
the dust. We didn't want to take a chance 
on the air cleaner becoming clogged. It 
was pretty dusty out there." 

On lap two, Summers got around 
Smith and the two rivals established а 
furious pace that saw the lead change 
numerous times over the course during 
the near three-hour long race. The gas 
stops proved to be the difference, as 
Summers had a quick-fill setup, while the 
Suzuki pits had to pour gas via the slower 
spout method. In addition, Smith's RM, 
while fitted with a larger RMX tank, did 
not have the range of Summers' four- 
stroke. 

“I had to stop for gas two times, while 
Scott (Summers) only had to stop once," 
said Smith. "That allowed him to get out 
in front, finally, and I just couldn't reel 
him in." 

Another desert specialist, Don Griewe 
on a four-stroke Husqvarna, passed 
Plessinger but crashed hard soon after 
that, tweaking his already-tender knee 
and slowing his charge considerably. 

On lap four, La Habra Suzuki- 


Husqvarna/Sinisalo/Race Tech/Up 
Tite /Motul/Shoei/Smith-backed Young 
flattened his rear tire on a rock. With no

spare wheel in his pit, Young was forced 
to ride on. with the flat tire. Most 
observers figured he would last one more 
lap, or perhaps two at the most. However, 
Young maintained his pace lap after lap. 

"Luckily, we were testing a new Cheng 
Shin tire," said Young. "I took it as easy as 
I could on the hard-packed terrain and in 
the sand, and it hooked up pretty good. 1 
goofed by not bringing a spare wheel with 
me; next time I'll know better." 

Scott Harden blew out a silencer early 
on, but it didn't slow him down. After a 
50-50 start, Harden moved up to fifth 
overall and had Plessinger in sight, but 
there was no chance that the KTM 
America employee was going to try to 
pass his top hare scrambles rider. 

"Scott was just riding his pace and 
when I came up behind him, he just 
picked it back up a bit," explained 
Harden. "I wasn't about to try and pass 
him and cost him points." 

Only the AA and A riders went the full 
10 laps, as the rest of the 200-rider field 
completed six circuits. 

Dirt Rider magazine editor Tom Webb 
and his brother Mike, who works for 
Suzuki, competed in the Four-Stroke A 
class. Tom was aboard the same 
Husqvarna 610 that he had used on the 
dual sport ride the previous day, while 
Mike rode a stock Suzuki DR350. Tom 
Webb was dead-last off the start when the 
Husky took five kicks to fire, but by the 
end of lap one, he had moved into the 
class lead. Brother Mike rode a great race 
to finish second in class against the big- 
bores. 

Through the last couple of laps, the top 
positions remained unchanged. When the 
checkered flag fell for Summers, the first 
question to his mechanic was, "Where's 
Plessinger?" When he heard that his rival 
was in fourth place, Summers knew that 
his reign as champ was over. 

Smith motored in two minutes after 
Summers. Next came Young on his flat 
tire, and then the new champion, 
Plessinger. In fifth place was the exuber- 
ant Harden on his deafening KTM. The 
only other rider to complete 10 laps was 
Griewe, who limped in with his injured 
knee. 

Summers congratulated Plessinger on 
his season. “If I have to lose to anyone, I’m 
glad it was Scott,” said Summers. “He and 
I grew up racing each other, and we're 
practically neighbors. He’s a class act. 
Rodney and I had a pretty good race. I 
was just trying to go fast and keep from 
making mistakes. I fell over twice, low 
speed types. Then I got a little cactus stuck 


in my arm. I tried to pull it out and got it. 


stuck in my fingers! I had to put the bike 
in neutral and use the handlebar to scrape 


it off! I lost a little time doing that, but I 
was able to catch back up to Rodney. He 
and I were back and forth all day. I went a 
lot faster than I’m used to going. I don’t 
really enjoy going that fast; I would prefer 
more obstacles to slow the speed down a 
bit." 

When asked what he thought about 
Rodney Smith's plans of competing in the 
hare scrambles championship next year, 
Summers replied, "He'd better pack a 
lunch. “Woods riding is à whole new ball 
game." 

Bramblett was disappointed that no 
Kawasaki Team Green members showed 
up to race. "I heard that they were under 
orders by Kawasaki to not race; they 
didn't want Honda winning another title. 
Without some fast desert-type racers to 
get between Scott and Plessinger, we 
didn't have much of a chance." 

Plessinger seemed relatively calm 
about winning the title. "I got a pretty 
good start," explained the new champ. 
“But then Smith came by and then I got 
off the course a bit and Summers passed 
me. I couldn't go very fast, due to the dust 
and then finally a rider on a Husky 
(Young) passed me. I just figured I'd bet- 
ter cool it. I kept hitting things in the dust, 
kicking my front end up. Finally the field 
spread out a bit and I picked up the pace, 
especially the last three laps. I feel pretty 
good. : 

"It (the championship) means a lot of 
money, but it also means a lot to me as a 
rider. I won the championship in '89 but 
got hurt in '90, and Scott won the last two 
years. This is the first year since then that 
Гуе been in shape. I feel real good about 
going into next year now. Hopefully, I'll 
be back with KTM; they've treated me 
real good. My mechanic, Bert Dunlop, 
was a big factor in my winning this year. 
He had the bikes perfect, and I didn't 
have any mechanical DNFs this year. He 
also got my head together. At the first of 
the year I was going balls out and crash- 
ing a lot. He got me to use my head and 
slow down a bit and finish. I got a lot 
more consistent, which won me the cham- 
pionship." | 

"I m real proud of Scott," said Harden. 
He rode a great series and beat a great 
rider. I had a fun day racing with the 
‘kids.’ Hey, I'm 36 years old, so it was fun 
beating a lot of them today." 

Smith was happy with second overall. 
“We used this race as a learning experi- 
ence," he said. "We will be campaigning 
the hare scrambles series next year. I 
didn't even know if I could make this 
race. I hurt my knee and wrist in a crash 
three weeks ago in Minden, Nevada. I 
couldn't even ride until the other day. I 
thought the course was pretty good for a

desert layout. I had a good race with 
Summers, but every time I pulled out to a 
good lead, he would somehow pull right 
back in behind me. He had some real 
good lines. Late in the race, the front end 
washed out from under me and I crashed 
hard. Scott got away from me and I 
couldn't catch him again." 

When told that the other riders had 
doubted his chances in the series next 
year, Smith replied, "Well, they didn't 
think I could do well at the six days either. 
A really good rider should be able to 
adapt in the trees; I think I can. We'll see, 
won't we?" 

Gene Huffman had an unusual jour- 
ney to the race. "I rode my KTM from 
Colerain, Ohio. We geared it up, put some 
street tires on it along with a windshield, 
and rode it here. It's an '89 350 and it's 
never had the head off. I only fouled one 
plug on the way. We got some real funny 
looks from the touring bikes though." 

Huffman rode the bike in the Super 
Senior class, finished, and was last seen 


preparing for the ride back to Ohio. CN

Brown best at Hollister Hills

HOLLISTER, CA, OCT. 25 

at Brown was the star of the show at 

Hollister Hills SVRA this weekend, 

dominating the 500cc and +30 
Expert classes. The event was the final 
round of the American Historic Racing 
Motorcycle Association (AHRMA) 
National MX series, and over 260 entries 
from 11 states and England attended. 
The weather was perfect, and the 
course, a tamed-down version of the for- 
mer 500cc U.S. Grand Prix circuit, was 
excellently-suited to the pre-1974 
machinery. Host club Santa Clara Riders 
Unlimited (SCRU) put on a first-class 


event which featured a bike show and 
swap meet on Saturday, and racing on 
Sunday. The program ran on schedule, 
and organization was top-flight all day. 
One of Sunday's highlights was the 
Past Masters event, which pitted some 
of the sport's legends in a four-lap half- 
time contest. Hawaii's John DeSoto was 
the class of the field, easily outdistanc- 
ing his rivals aboard an Ossa Phantom. 
England's Don Rickman, aboard a 
Rickman Triumph 650, ran second early 
on before sliding out in a right-hander 
and letting BSA Gold Star-mounted Jeff 


Smith into the runner-up spot. Rickman 
held on to third ahead of BSA B40- 
mounted Doug Grant and David 
Aldana, Dick Mann, who rode a BSA 
C15, and Dusty Coppage, who was on a 
Rickman Triumph 500. 

The rides of the weekend came from 
Pat Brown, aboard his Bultaco Pursang 
360. In the +30 Expert division, which is 
arguably the toughest class in all of vin- 
tage racing, Brown waltzed to an easy 
win both times out. Behind him, Maico- 
mounted Ed Ho edged Steve Monger, 
who rode a Champion Honda XL350, by 
virtue of a better second-moto finish; 
Norm Bigelow was fourth. 

In the 500cc Experts, it was Brown 
again in both races, with Ho giving 
chase. Aldana, piloting Dick Mann's 
410cc BSA B40, was third each moto. 

There were 26 entries in the +30 
Intermediate division, where John 
Bergma's 2-1 finishes gave him the over- 
all. First moto victor David Dotson 
could only manage a sixth in moto two, 
which dropped him to third on the day 
behind the 5-2 scores of Scott Bowman. 
Jesse Buckley went 6-4 for fourth. 

Action in the +40 Novices had John 
Draguesku taking top honors after 3-1 
moto finishes. Michael Kopp rode to a 
pair of seconds and the runner-up spot 
overall. First-moto winner Gil Driscoll 
crossed the line fourth in the second go- 
around to claim third on the day. 

Mike Beanway came back from a 
year's layoff to top the Premier 
Lightweight II Expert class aboard his 
long-stroke Greeves Challenger. After 
starting on the second gate behind the 
Premier Open Twins, Beanway sliced 
his way to the front, with Pete Ford 
hot on his rear fender. Ford was sec- 
ond overall, with Rodney Henninger 
third. 

The Lightweight II Intermediate class 
was topped by Mike Owens aboard a 
beautiful bolt-together Husky, ahead of 
runner-up Mike Canepa and his twin- 
pipe CZ, and Bill Samstag topped the 
Lightweight II Novice division. €N

NEW PARIS, IN, NOV. 1 
TM’s Kelby Pepper, riding on 
minute 13 in 40-degree weather 
with driving rain, dropped 58 
points through 73 miles, 13 time 
checks and nine observation checks to 


win the Turkey Creek National 
Enduro. While Pepper was elated to 
win his first National of the season, 
the real news centered around Suzuki’s 
Randy Hawkins, who rode conserva-

tively to a fifth-overall placing, and 
clinched the fourth National Enduro 
Championship of his career. 

KTM/MSR/Dunlop/Duralube/ 
Arai/Moose Racing/Elite Motors/ 
Acerbis/RK — Chain/ICO-backed 
Pepper, who hails from Monte Vista, 
Colorado, and is well-experienced 
with inclement weather, said, “It was 
a short run — only 70-some miles, but 
it was one of the toughest I've ridden. 
It was well arrowed and everything was 
right where it was supposed to be. The 
earlier numbers might have had a little 
bit of an advantage because of the 
weather." 

Pepper, in addition to clinching 
third overall in the series, also won a 
live turkey that will probably end up 
as Thanksgiving dinner. The Riders 
M.C., with help from sponsors Scott 
Competition, SRC, MSR, Ghost Rider 
IV and Throttle Jockeys, handed out 
beautiful walnut plaques and awarded 
all class winners a frozen turkey. 

Kawasaki’s Kurt Hough, riding on 
minute 37, dropped 59 points for 
second overall. “I missed a lot of checks 
by five and 10 seconds,” said Hough. 
“They were flipping the cards as I was 
riding into the check. That was going 
on all day; one time I came up on a 
check and I had 10 seconds to spare, 
so I got on the gas, and then I fell 
down and I lost my 10 seconds. It was 
one of the tie-breakers, and that set me 
back a bit, but it was still a good day." 

Prior to the run, Gene Yoder, the 
club's trail chairman said, “We were 
planning on taking about 14 points 
from the overall winner, but with the 
rain we'll get a lot more. We have about 
everything in the course but big hills. 
There's river bottoms, peat bogs, grass 
tracks and lots of tight woods. We have 


six speed changes and seven resets. In 
the first section there's a 12 mile-per- 
hour section that will catch a few 
people hot." 

Kawasaki's former National Enduro 
Champion, Terry Cunningham, 
dropped 27 points for riding hot in 
that 12 mph section. Cunningham 
still won the 200cc А class, and 
finished 16th overall with a score of 
90 points. 

All eyes were on defending cham- 
pion Jeff Russell, who was riding on 
minute 36. The KTM rider, who 
suffered cellulitis in his left foot early 
in the year and rode injured through 
the middle of the series, needed an 
overall win, and Hawkins would have 
to finish out of the top 10 if Russell 
was to have a shot at retaining the 
crown. Russell dropped 60 trail marks | 
for third overall, and Hawkins was 
three marks back in fifth overall with 
63. That meant Hawkins clinched the 
series championship. 

"It was real tough — wet and cold, 
and I rode as hard as my arm would 
let те... I knew what I had to do 
and I did и,” said Hawkins. “I hurt 
my shoulder bad last week at Delaware, 
and I went to the doctor and had him 
work with it so I could even ride today. 
I had to beat Jeff, or finish in the top 
10 if Jeff didn't win it. 

“T won the National Enduro Cham- 
pionships in 1988, '89 and '90. Then 
I broke my thumb early in '91, but I 
came back and the championship went 
down to the last round before Russell 
won it. I had a DNF ш Ohio earlier 
this year, the first time in five years 
that we haven't finished because of 
bike problems.

3 The charm of the unknown

a plane crash in August of 1989 

and finally died in the early part 
of this year. While he made an indel- 
ible mark on the sport as the man who 
did the prototype R&D work that 
brought to life arguably the most 
popular dirt bike of the 1980s — the 
Honda XR600, as well as his work 
nurturing the motocross career of 
Johnny O'Mara, and then found a 
better way to ride and race for thou- 
sands of customers of his XRs Only 
shop, and had countless adventures 
racing dirt track, motocross and Six 
Days, there was one place that really 
stirred him — Baja. 

Baker won the Baja 500 in 1975 with 
Gunnar Lindstrom and won the Baja 
1000 overall twice, in 1975 with Gene 
Cannady and 1982 with Jack Johnson. 
ТІ met Baker just before the 1982 Baja 
1000. We were the same age, but I had 
begun riding motorcycles just the year 
before and had a dream I wanted to 
do the 1000. I had trouble setting up 
pits, but frantically busy as he was, Al 
offered to take one of my gas cans to 
Punta Conejo and gave me some setup 
and survival advice. I got there 12 
hours after Al's dad had left Conejo 
for the victory celebration, but my gas 
was there. 

His last 1000 was 1988, and he 
theorized that a stock XR600 motor 
was enough to win and Larry Roeseler 
and Kawasaki proved him wrong. 
That year I was writing about the race 
and we talked over pancakes at the San 
Nicolas restaurant the morning after. 
Or rather, А] talked. Listen in.

My first Baja 1000 was 20 years ago. 

I have seen a big difference. I was 
17. Now I am 37. Keith Mashburn was 
my first co-rider. He was a flat tracker. 
We rode a DT-1 Yamaha with a stock 
headlight. The sun came up on us! 
There's been a big change in 20 years. 

They ran the first one in 1967. Put 
together by NORRA. Ed Pearlman 
organized it. 
Tijuana to La Paz. In 1968, I rode a 
Hodaka 90. I was sweeping floors in 
Bob Levy's motorcycle shop on Sepul- 
veda Boulevard in the San Fernando 
Valley. He knew Bud Ekins. Bud rode 
the first one т 1967. I pre-ran the race 
with my dad on Hodaka 90s from 
Tijuana to La Paz. 

We got gas from a 55-gallon barrel. 
They had to prop и up on its side. 
Punta Prieta had a 55-gallon drum up 
on a platform. There were no course 
markers then. We raced by the triple- 
A map and knew which towns the 
checkpoints were in. Once you started, 
you were on your own. 

We jetted our DT-1 on the road from 
Ensenada to Estero Beach. Back then, 
there was nothing on it. The first year, 
we raced asphalt to Colonet and then 
the dirt started. It was the worst power 
drain. And we stopped to eat at the 
corner of El Rosario at Senora Espi- 
nosa's for lobster burritos. 

I have a picture: I am ready to race. 
Headlight and backpack. We had a 
Don Jones-designed fiberglass gas 
tank, 4.0 gallons for the DT-1. I also 
carried gallons of gas in my backpack, 
food for days, canteens of water, a 
toolbelt, vise grips on the bike, screw- 
drivers wired to the frame. 

You had to have everything with 


It was a big гасе — 


you. You needed food, lights, water, 
canned goods. It was a race of survival. 
Now it’s a race of machine survival. 
Then it was human survival. 

They started the race in back of cars. 
It was cold and drizzly in the morning 


on the coast to Camalu. There it . 


warmed up. I wore a jersey for a while. 
The sun went down at El Arco. I raced 


with Keith Mashburn. I got so tired, 
an airplane took me to El Arco. And 
around Punta Prieta, Mashburn slept 
for hours. I got so mad. But you get 
so physically exhausted. 

We had gas pits every 80-100 miles. 
From San Ignacio to Constitucion was 
210 miles. There was nothing in 
between. We were on our own. We 
would ride on pilot jet and gas on. 


I ran out of gas riding into Con-. 


stitucion about 150 miles from La Paz. 
Full throttle, choke on, sun coming 
up and the piston seized. I took a 
hammer, beat the piston out of the 
cylinder. The piston was loose and the 
ring was loose. Would not kick start, 
so a truck towed it to the gas pit. We 
got the engine going, kept the throttle 
high, and it was enough to get us to 
La Paz. We finished third or fourth 
250 in 1968. That first year, 1t took us 
30 hours. 

Back then, bandidos stuck you up. 
We rode in 1971 or '72 and found a 
group of people wrapped in blankets 
and a sheet. Bandidos stuck them up, 
took all their clothes off, and drove off 
in their motor home. They didn't kill 
people. That was near Valle de Tri- 
nidad. In 1969, I went into a cantina 
there, we went to lunch and big 
Mexican guys were sitting at a table. 
Real grungy bandido types. You didn't 
understand what kind of verbiage they 
were throwing at us. But you knew 
what they meant. 

` In 1970, we broke down. I was past 
El Arco on the road to San Ignacio. 
Then, they rode over the sand dunes. 
Back then, they had big trucks with 
four wheel drive, packed high with 
motor stuff. Spare axles, rear ends. The 
drivers were mechanics. It took so 
many days to go to La Paz. Back then, 
they just got along. 

When I broke, I was in the middle 


of nowhere. No one was around in the 
night. I went to sleep. Then I saw a 


big white horse looking at me. I - 


thought: ‘Man! That's my way out of 
this place.’ Zap. I tried to lure the horse 
with water and food. It was wild. I 
wanted out. 

To be successful in the Baja, the pits 
are your life. They are your partners. 
Now, everything is so close, there are 
so many more people. 

The worst time was 1973. It was the 
survival of my life. Man, I thought I 
would die with no water. It was the 
last NORRA race. I was riding a 1972 
Kawasaki 450. The International Six 
Days (in Massachusetts) were just over. 





Gene Cannady and I rode. I pre-rode 
with Dick Miller. 

I got to the Bay of Los Angeles to 
El Arco. Preston Petty burned a clutch 
and used a block of wood to keep 
going. The Kawasaki didn't make it 
to El Arco. I just laid down and slept. 
Very few racers finished that year. 
Going over the Three Sisters took out 
many and Chapala Dry Lake took out 
the others. A lot of cars and bikes didn't 
make it. 

The sun came up and it was hot and 
sticky. I needed to get back to my job. 
I hitched on a grey flatbed truck right 
to the old mining town of El Arco. 
Then he goes to Guerrero Negro, 
further south. I had no food for 36 
hours. Finally a Mexican truck driver 
takes me back to Ensenada in one and 
a half days. 

Ihad been without food for two days. 
Ibum water. I didn't care if it was clean 
or not. I guess Gene Cannady went 
back to work. They all were gone. Hey! 
where 15 everybody? 

I am ready to sell the race bike. I’m 
standing at a taco stand with little 
shops near the tourist area. I order 
some flour tortillas. I had no money. 
It was a big mistake. Nothing. No 
credit card. Not even a dollar bill in 
my tool belt. There was a little sign 
on the counter. Guys make tacos. I 
ordered all the tacos and burritos. I ate 
and felt better. But I got no money. 
I am thinking I can trade tools or give 
him my helmet. Instead, I said 'Uno 
mas burrito' and I split. 

Bobby Ferro (a former District 37 
racer who had a legendary career in 
Baja — he was the top overall car driver 
in four Baja 500s and one Baja 1000) 
just trucked his vehicle to town. He 
drove his pickup truck home from La 
Paz. He drove me back to San Diego. 
He rented me a car at the San Diego 


airport. I had to go to Kawasaki R&D 


— Bryan Farnsworth coordinated all . 


the pits. Bobby gave me money. I 
finally pulled off the freeway on the 
Main Street exit in Santa Ana and а 
cop pulls me over. He says: 'I want 
to see your driver's license.' He says: 
‘This is a rental car rented to Bobby 
Ferro.' So, I give the guy the whole 
story. Ensenada to here, and talked my 
way out of jail. I am hot. Do I dress 
like this usually? 

Sometimes in Baja you can see death. 
Surviving, it’s a matter of. .. a nat- 
ural ability to recognize danger. I don't 
know how you get the sense. Some 
sense tells you: A car is coming this 
way or that way. There are erosion ruts 
in the road. They are deeper here. Rain 
ruts are bigger on the right side than 
on the left side, because they are uphill. 

All Japanese and French racers don't 
know where to ride here. You can see 
there 1$ a huge gap after the top five 
guys. This year we took Scott Summers 
and Randy Norman and I helped tutor 
Scott for this race. Scott was very sharp 
to pick 1t all up so quickly. For success 
in Baja, you need an intelligent person. 
Someone who knows the mechanics, 
someone who can see — and stay away 
from trouble. 

Sometimes you would race without 
pre-running. South of San Ignacio, 
you'd ride next to the tide table. Some 
roads follow next to water. You never 
know which way to go. It's night, and 


.everything looks different than you 


expect. If и looks dry, the tide 15 high. 
If there is a big wet area and it's dark, 
the tide is out. You have to race on 


the braille method. Somehow read the, 


land. 

My engine stopped once in 1982. 
You go too fast on a road, then you 
see a cliff and some rock, you lock up 
the brakes and say ‘Aw shit!’ The bike 
is up in the air, and the lights go out. 
You land in the dark like you closed 
your eyes, thinking of the last place 
you saw and keep it in mind and hold 
on. It's a matter of luck. 

I remember 1982 on the XR bike, 
the tide was rising, so I got past the 
tidal flats as quick as possible. In the 
south, near La Paz, I was getting 
excited because I was leading. A calf 
zips out. It's a two track gashed out 
of high jungle. We fall in a heap and 
the engine must be over the calf. The 
calf got scared and twisted away. When 
I got going again, I pass a man I'd 
seen before. I'm going the wrong way! 
I asked: ‘Donde esta La Paz?’ He waves 
me back where I came from, and Fm 
gone. 

People are lined up 25 miles to the 
finish. Guys had fires down at the 
dump out of town. Wow! А city! Two 
miles to the finish, I see people on both 
sides opening up like a wave. Mexicans 
all want to get close to you to touch 
you. I am trying to get to the finish 
line through Sal (race organizer and 
SCORE President Fish). People 
wanted to touch me to see if I was real. 
Down there, you're like the winner of 
the Super Bowl. The winner 1$ like a 
big national hero, because I did 
something they can relate to. All the 
farmers and fishermen and ranchers 
must travel those roads in the Baja. 
Everyone drives them. There were few 
TVs and telephones, so they don’ ttée 
much baseball and football. 

All there is is this race. 

All these people touch me, they want 
to see if I am real. I have never seen 
anything like it. Chuck Miller's mom 
took a picture of me. А woman hands 
me an infant. The baby looks at me 
with full helmet and goggles and I 
have a helmet light. I look like a space 
man and the baby goes WAAAAHH! 

I was so tired. More from mental

stress. Going so fast. Racing in Baja 
1$ not your usual playing field. Kevin 
Hines said he wanted to ride the whole 
way this year. But your brain can't read 
those speeds. All the rocks, all those 
bumps, so much information 1s pro- 
cessed — you get brain drain. 

Last night I went as hard as I could. 
I tried to beat the sun back to the finish. 
You pick up all the little rocks. The 
rim cracked in half. 

I don't know why I come back here. 
The charm 1$ of the unknown. 

Not knowing what will happen. 
And of memories of people when 
you're racing through the little towns. 
At Erendira this year, the people lined 
up through the town shouting 
“Алтуее!, 

People who don't do it right don't 

come back. They crash or get lost or 
ran out of gas or they're dead. Гуе 
known three or four bike riders die. 
In 1982 in the San Felipe race, Ward 
Ring died. He was from San Diego. 
Some guys at the bottom of the Summit 
in Cohabuzo wash in the Baja 500 died 
about 10 years ago. Га say по green- 
horns should race the Baja 500 — 
because of the heat. A Mexican guy, 
a customer of ours, died near San 
Felipe. Bob Ballentine (Baker's close 
friend and partner) lost his leg just 
below the knee near Uruapan (before 
the 1982 Baja 500). One last run to 
check it out. 
о The reason I come back here? Why 
not? It's the unknown. No one knows 
what's going to happen. It's the people 
in little towns. I've been in quest of 
the most beautiful Mexican girl in the 
little villages. 

In a little town two-thirds down in 
Baja called Punta Pequena, there are 
blue-eyed blonde girls you would 
swear are Americans. But you talk to 
them and they don't understand you. 
Then I figured it out: A lot of surfers 
come down here. It's 400 people in a 
little village. We stopped and had 
lobster tacos. Lobster burritos. A little 
shack with a card table and a cloth. 
All we could eat for $2 in 1982. 

The Baja 1000 is the American Paris- 
.to-Dakar. The average guy can do it. 
My average customer is 40! They range 
from 30-60 years old. One guy in 
Michigan is 79 years old. He has five 
acres in Michigan. He rides motocross 
and woods bikes. He has a 1929 АМА 
card. Used to race half mile. 

XRs Only — we helped set up 18 
people in the race. We set it up. We 
charged $640. To wash out expenses. 
I put in $3 grand or pretty close. We 
came out pretty close to even. А guy 
can't go out and set up a pit system 
here for $640. 

А guy goes.off Monday morning and 
tells his secretary: I played racquet ball. 
Big deal. It's like sports got very 
popular and it's no big deal. But ‘Hey, 
I raced the Baja 1000.’ That has some 
status. À guy can afford and ride one. 
And he gets some status and respect 
because he races bikes. 

I come here to keep getting beat up! 
It keeps me young! I love it! Bryan 
Farnsworth says he races because he 
still jumps in bed head first. At least 
I ride bikes.. Other people, they never 
thought of going to Mexico. They are 
in a different type of society. 

This year the bike was not fast 
enough. It was just flat not fast 
enough. Checkpoint to checkpoint. 
Kawasaki had works MX bikes. But 
Scott Summers may be like L.R. (Larry 
Roeseler) He's very smart and he 
learns. We will make a big effort next 
year. CN

omen from across the globe 

gathered at Perris Raceway on 

Halloween for the Women’s 
Motorsport Association and GFI co- 
promoted Freestyle Women’s West 
Coast Motocross Championships, and 
it was 18-year-old Cindy Cole who 
emerged the queen of the day when 


the dust settled. Cole topped the 125cc 
Pro class and finished a strong second 
behind Texan Dee Ann Wood in the 
250cc Pro class to earn the Women’s 
Grand National Championship. 

The quiet teenager left her home in 
the hurricane-ravaged town of Cape 
Coral, Florida, with the dream of 


ahead of Dee Ann Wood (157), Kristy Shealy (45) and Tiffany Greenwood (16). 





besting the world’s fastest women and 
earning a spot on the U.S. Women’s 
MX Team. Cole’s hopes looked dim 
as she and her father Skip drove the 
3000-plus miles to California with a 
broken-down Suzuki RM125 and no 
250cc machine to ride. 

"I blew up my 125 just before we 
had to leave,’’ said Cole. “It had a 
broken crank and a seized top end." 

Cole's 125cc machine was repaired 
and readied throughout the night prior 
to the race by Mike Norris, owner of 
Suzuki Country Racing, while Suzu- 
ki's Pat Alexander provided a Suzuki 
RM250 for Cole to race. 

“Гуе only ridden a 250 about four 
times before, and this was the first time 


allowing Greenwood to blast by and 
into second. After being passed, Wood 
settled down and followed the Aussie's 
lines. Wood stalked Greenwood for the 
rest of the race, but came up short in 
her bid for second. Cole easily notched 
the moto and overall wins, while 
Greenwood's 3-2 scores edged Wood's 
2-3 for second overall. Shealey finished 
fourth ш moto two for fourth overall. 

“I just wanted to get out ahead and 
stay there," said Cole. “Once I pulled 
a lead I relaxed and tried to save my 
energy for the 250s.” 

“I haven't been riding all that much 
because I have a broken finger," said 
Wood. “At least not enough to have 
my timing down good enough to 
scream a 125." 

Cole returned to dominate the 
opening 250cc Pro moto as well. Wood 
started the moto slowly, but once.she 
found her rhythm seemed to close in 
on Cole in the closing stages of the 
race. Hawaii's Corina Chinen finished 
a distant third, well ahead of Bonnie 
Warch. 

The second moto saw Cole and 
Wood handlebar-to-handlebar as they 
squeezed through the first turn. Cole 
gained the advantage, but Wood 
latched on to her rear fender and 
played shadow throughout the moto. 
In the closing laps, Cole began to tire 
and Wood turned up the wick. Wood 
dove to the inside line approaching 
astep-up jump and the pass was made. 
With that, the race was set. Wood 
greeted the checkered flag just ahead 
of Cole. Third went to Chinen, while 
Nadine Holbert and Warch rounded 
out the top five. Wood's 2-1 finishes 
edged Cole's 1-2 for the overall win, 
while Chinen was rewarded for her 
consistent finishes and tallied third 
overall. 

“Т started to get really tired near the 
end," admitted Cole. “А 250 really 
wears you out.” 

“А mistake on a 250 isn't as crucial 
as on a 125. You can make up for it 
with power and timing isn't as impor- 
tant," said Wood. “I’m glad to have 
at least won the 250cc class. Cindy and 
I get to race against each other again 
next month, and hopefully I'll be up 


to speed."

When the scores were tallied, it was 
Cole who earned the final spot on the 
U.S. Women's MX Team, joining 
fellow racers Wood, Shealy and Hol- 
bert and officials Gale Webb, Tami 
Rice and Brenda Hannah. 

At the day's conclusion, an emo- 
tional ceremony was held in which 
multi-time Women's MX Champion 
Mercedes Gonzalez passed on her 
crown to Cole. 

Gonzalez, who has retired from 
motocross in order to pursue a career 
in Stadium Superlite racing, also took 
part in an. international. exhibition 
race earlier in the day. 

In the one-moto exhibition race, 
Gonzalez easily outdistanced the rest 
of the field with a start-to-finish romp. 
Second went to Greenwood, and third 
was Stefy Bau. 

When asked why she didn't opt to 
compete in the regular Pro classes, 
Gonzalez replied, ‘Гуе officially 
retired, and I went out on top as

running strong. I've probably been on 
a bike only a half dozen times all year, 
and I just didn't want to put myself 
through all of that again. A lot of these 
girls want me to race so that they can 
try to beat me, but I figure that they 
had nine years to do so and they didn't, 
so why give them another shot when 
I'm vulnerable and not ready?” 

Just for the record, Gonzalez's lap 
times during the International race 
were roughly two seconds per-lap 
faster than Cole's winning times. 

Gale "MX Mom” Webb was the 
dominant force in the Vet division, 
posting a two-moto sweep of the class. 
Webb gated poorly in each race, but 
steadily worked her way through the 
field to earn her wins. Val Roberts 
finished second overall, and Debbie 
Matthews was third. 

A First- Timer's class drew the most 
attention and the largest field of the 
day. Over 20 wives, girlfriends, sisters 
and daughters filled the starting gate, 


and though they had never raced 
before, the action was quite exciting. 
The starting line looked more like a 
swap meet than a motocross race, as 
the women competed aboard a wide 
variety of machinery. Minis, four- 
strokes, enduro bikes, dual-sport bikes 
and conventional motocrossers filled 
the grid. 

Christine Russell ran away with the 
first moto win aboard a Suzuki RM80, 
while Suzuki RM125-mounted Laurie 
Shipper finished a strong second. 
Emily Doser survived a couple of scary 
moments aboard her Kawasaki KX80 
to edge Kimberly Alessi for fourth. 

In moto two, Lydia Couch powered 
ahead of the field aboard a Honda 
XR350 and romped away with the win. 
Shipper again finished second, ahead 
of Russell and Doser. 

Shipper's consistent 2-2 finishes 
netted the overall win, while Russell, 
Couch, Doser and Alessi rounded out 
the top five.

POMONA, CA, ОСТ. 29-NOV. 1 

t had been five dry years at the 

Winston Finals, but Dave Schultz 

never goes long between major 
victories. No one can take that away 
from him, no matter where he finishes 
in the season-ending NHRA rankings. 

Jumping from bike to borrowed bike 
all year with remarkable success, 
Schultz, drag racing’s winningest 
active rider, scored three Pro Stock 
wins in 1992, including the biggest, 
the NHRA U.S. Nationals, and now 
the season-ending Winston Finals at 
Pomona Raceway. 

In his first start in the green and 
white colors of 1993 sponsors National 
Car Rental/Continental Airlines, 
Schultz beat his rival, John Myers, in 
the finals and made the fastest run in 
Pro Stock history in the process — 
178.35 mph — in what may be a 
preview of the coming season. 

“Т don’t know what it is about 
Pomona, but something always 
happens to me here," Schultz said. 
Since winning in his first two appear- 
ances at Pomona Raceway in '86 and 
'87, he had gone winless on the seldom- 


used track, which finally is being 
upgraded to full-fledged dragstrip 
status after existing as a parking lot/ 
police-driving instruction course 50 
weeks a year before 1992. 

Terry Vance won the 1988 Winston 
Finals at Pomona on his final ride, and 
Myers won the race in his 1989 rookie 
season and every year since. 

Myers, who clinched the 1992 
NHRA Winston Championship weeks 
earlier, red-lighted in the final and still 
arrived at the finish line behind 
Schultz, who hit the speed traps on 
Greg Underdahl’s aging Suzuki GSXR 
at 178 mph — too fast to be backed 
up by any of his previous runs by the 
1% required for an official NHRA 
National record. 

Other than the final, Schultz never 
saw 174 mph in eliminations, but it 
didn’t matter: Nobody else got over 172 
mph in qualifying or in any round on 
race day. 

Schultz cracked 175 mph on his pole 
qualifying run, a 7.77, the only pass 
under 7.80 until eliminations. Myers 
was seeded second with a 7.80/170, and 


Byron Hines was third at 7.82/172. 
John Mafaro, enjoying his best season 
since 1989, was fourth with a 7.88/171. 

Fifteen of the 16 qualifiers managed 
seven-second passes. The only eight- 
second qualifier in the field, Wilbert 
Johnese, ran another 8.0 in the first 
round against Schultz, which wasn't 
nearly enough. 

Though he was two-tenths ahead of 
bubble qualifier Johnese with a 7.85, 
Schultz's edge on the other contenders 
was gone after round one. 

Hines was ahead of Schultz in the 
7.7s їп the first апа second rounds 
against Russ Olmstead and Swede 
Metin Basberger, the number six 
qualifier: the eventual winner was 
mired in the 7.8s, at best, until the 
final. 

After the 7.85 first-round win. over 
Johnese, Schultz hit just a 7.81 in the 


‘quarter-finals against former E.T. 


bracket rider John Smith, who rose to 
fifth in the final 1992 NHRA Winston 
standings with his second-round 
finish, higher than any rookie has ever 
been ranked. 

In the semi finals, when he could 
afford to be, Schultz was even slower. 
Right off the starting line, the chain 
adjuster on Schultzs Suzuki broke, 
holding him to an elapsed time of 
nearly 20 seconds. He staggered across 
the finish line at just 26 mph, but in 
a stroke of luck, won the race by default 
before he ever let the clutch out. 


Schultz’s opponent, Ron Ayers, 
lurched off the starting line as he 
brought the engine rpm up to the rev 
limiter while awaiting the green. As 
soon as his front tire crept out of the 
staging beam, the red-light on Ayers' 
side of the Christmas tree shone 
brightly, signaling his automatic 
disqualification for a foul-start 
infraction. 

By the time Schultz, wife Meredith, 
and crew readied for the final, his 
number one qualifying time and event- 
best speed were long forgotten; Myers 
was the obvious favorite to win. With 
lane choice and quicker times (7.82, 
7.79, and 7.80) than Schultz in all three 
rounds leading up to the final, Myers 
would have rated the edge even if he 
hadn't won everytime he ever left the 
starting line at Pomona Raceway. 

But after three consectuive victories 
and 15 straight round wins at the 
Winston Finals, Myers found out what 
it felt like to lose there. Myers' 16th 
career leave was five-thousandths of a 
second premature, resulting in his 
instant disqualification and Schultz's 
first victory at Pomona in half a 


decade. €N

Decker dazzling at Perris

awasaki Team Green’s rookie pro 
Craig Decker showed his true 
potential by way of a double-moto 
sweep in the 250cc Pro class at round 
four of the GFI Fall Series South, held at 
Perris Raceway. 

Mike Metzger grabbed a tremendous 
holeshot at the start of the first moto and 
led Bryan Myerscough, Decker and Erik 
Kehoe through the first turn.

Chaparrals M.C. Dual Sport Trail Ride 


Dual-sport desert 
paradise!

VICTORVILLE, CA, NOV. 1 
espite conflicts with a local 
enduro, a grand prix in nearby 
California City and a National 
dual-sport ride т Arizona, the Chap- 
arrals М.С. Dual-Sport Ride still drew 
a field of 75 riders. 

The day-after-Halloween event, 
which began at Deadman’s Point 
about 10 miles west of Victorville, was 
billed as the last tune-up before the 
L.A.-to-Barstow-to-Vegas Dual Sport 
Ride. The Chaparrals laid out a 158- 
mile course to simulate the two long 
days of the LA-to-B-to-V, which is held 
on Thanksgiving weekend. Sign-up 
opened at 6:30 a.m. and, with the long 





course ahead of them, most riders 
opted for an early start. 

The morning was fine and cool, and 
rain the day before the event promised 
an almost dust-free ride for most of 
the day. 

The first section headed south into 
the scenic San Bernardino Mountains, 
weaving back and forth among the 
pine trees on jeep trails that were still 
damp from the rain. 

The 50-mile mountain loop 
included two easy/hard splits. The 
first hard section took experienced 
riders up a steep, rocky trail, while the 
second section ran them downhill for 
five miles on trails littered with loose 
rocks. 

“T liked the long rocky uphill. It 
seemed like 10 miles of an enduro 
course," said Bob Tartter. “If you 
stopped, you were gone. Once you lost 


‘your momentum, you had to go back 


down and try again. The wimps 
couldn’t make it. They had to go 


around." 
The trail looped back to the desert 


floor for a gas stop in Lucerne Valley, 


and then headed into the second 
section — a 108-mile desert loop that 
ran northeast all the мау to the second 
gas stop at Newberry Springs. 

“I liked the desert section best,” said 
XR250L rider Dave Tonkiss. “Гуе 
been riding up in the trees for the last 
five years, so I'm used to that, but the 
desert was different. I had a good time 
out there." 

Speeds hit 55 miles per hour on the 
long run down Camp Rock Road, then 
slowed again as the riders followed 
trails towards the welcome smell of 
barbecued hamburgers, which Chap- 
arral club members were cooking at 
the middle-of-nowhere lunch stop near 
the petroglyphs. 

After lunch, there was a seven-mile 
sandwash from the traditional LA-to- 
B-to-V course to contend with, fol- 
lowed by stretches of rolling pipeline 
road and the sandy trails of power-line 
access roads. The ride finished, almost 
six hours after и began, with a final 
burst down the highway back to the 


start-finish line at Deadman's Point. 


Phil Holcomb, President of the 
District 37 Road Riders, said the 
Chaparrals should keep the route chart 
on file. 

“Га like to see them do the same 
thing next year, only backwards," he 
said. “I thought it was great." 

Bill Adams, president of the Chap- 
arrals for 22 years, reported one 
problem on the course. 

“А guy ran into a pickup truck т 
the mountains but apparently he 
didn't get hurt, and the guy that he 


hit drove him out," said Adams. €N

Brainard blazes 


at Sunrise

ADELANTO, CA, OCT. 24-25 
onda-mounted Elliot Brainard 
went home with a five-foot-tall 
first place trophy by capturing 

the overall win in the highly- 

competitive Intermediate class during 
the Over The Hill Gang Motocross 

Nationals, held at Sunrise Cycle Park. 

The racing format involved running 
two 20-minute motos on Saturday, 
then returning on Sunday to do two 
more motos going the opposite direc- 
tion on the track. Consistency played 
a big part in determining overall 
winners for the weekend. 

Heavy rains on Friday night pre- 
vented any dust problems as Louie 
Springer led the other 22 riders 
through the first turn in moto one on 
Saturday. Brainard gated second and 
was past Springer for the lead by the 
completion of lap one. OTHG North- 
ern chapter rider Mark Mulliner and 
Jon Hansen, along with the Sierra 
chapter's John Anderson, quickly 
closed 1n on the leaders. Mulliner and 
Anderson pushed Springer back to 
fourth. Brainard kept up his blistering 
pace for the entire 20 minutes to greet 
the checkered flag approximately five 
seconds ahead of Mulliner. Anderson 
took third over Mic Rodgers, who got 
around Springer on the last lap. 

When the gate dropped for the start 
of the second moto, it was Rodgers out 
front followed by Randy Gillespie, 
Springer and Brainard. Gillespie 
studied Rodgers' lines for a couple of 
laps before making the pass for the 
lead. A lap later, Brainard pushed 
Rodgers back one more position and 
set out after Gillespie. Brainard was 
on a roll as he overtook Gillespie for 
the lead with a couple of laps remain- 


ing. Gillespie held on for second over 
Anderson and Hansen, who finished 
third and fourth, respectively. 

The first moto on Sunday was a 
Gillespie show from holeshot to 
checkered flag. The track reversal 
suited Gillespie just fine, as he stayed 
way out front and missed the moto- 
long battle between Brainard and 
Mulliner for the runner-up position. 
Brainard fought off numerous pass 
attempts from Mulliner to take second 
by a bike length at the finish. Anderson 
was fourth over Hansen, who charged 
up from a midpack start to grab fifth. 

Springer holeshot the final moto 
ahead of Mulliner, Hansen and 
Rodgers. By the second lap Mulliner 
was leading, with Hansen second. 
Gillespie was closing on the leaders 
until he clipped another rider, causing 
him to go down and drop to an 
eventual 15th place. Both Rodgers and 
Hansen got around Springer, but 
couldn't get near the two front- 
runners. Anderson was all over Mul- 
liner's rear fender, looking for a way 
into the lead, but ended up just a few 
feet short at the checkered flag. Hansen 
earned third place over Brainard, who 
put in an excellent ride, coming from 
llth to finish fourth and score the 
overall win. 

The Novice ranks were dominated 
by Good Stuff Restaurant-sponsored 
Michael Rigdon, as he holeshot three 
out of four motos and went on to win 
two of those races and finish in the 
runner-up spot in the other two. 

Roger Hayes and Danny Lowers 
spent most of the weekend dicing for 
second behind Rigdon, with both 
riders earning a moto win. In the end 
it was Lowers over Hayes by a mere 
point to collect the second-place 
trophy. Dennis Burs was in contention 
for a top-three overall finish after three 
motos, but an off-the-track excursion 


in the final round only allowed him 
to work up to llth from dead last, and 
ruined his chances. 

Members of the Old Timers Moto- 
cross Association were also on hand 
to join in on the fun, and that’s just 
what Fred Kalmick did as he ran away 
and hid in both Amateur class motos 
on Saturday. Milton Roybal kept 
Kalmick in sight, but was never a 
threat and took two second-place 
finishes. Buzz Moeller and Wiley 
Seitzler split third-place finishes to end 
the day tied on points. 

Kalmick shot out to an immediate 
lead in the opening moto on Sunday, 
but the track reversal seemed to favor 
Roybal as he grabbed the lead on the 
first lap and never looked back. 
Kalmick ran a lonely second the entire 
race. Seizler and Moeller were provid- 
ing most of the close action in the race 
as they battled all the way to the 
checkered flag for third, with Moeller 
taking it by inches. 

In the final round, it was Kalmick 
getting his fourth consecutive hole- 
shot, with Roybal breathing down his 
neck. The battle quickly allowed the 


two Kawasaki KX500 riders to pull 


away from the rest of the pack. Roybal 
was all over Kalmick, showing his 
front wheel to the leader in several 
turns. After numerous attempts, Roy- 
bal was able to make a pass stick and 
went on to score the moto and overall 
victories. Seitzler and Moeller agian 
swapped finish positions in third and 
fourth, with Seitzler grabbing third 
overall. | сх

Desert Mountain National Dual Sport 
Trail Ride 


DeCoster does 
Dual Sport

WICKENBURG, AZ, OCT. 31-NOV. 1 
otolink’s Greg Bauman had an 
ambitious plan. Promote a 
National Hare Scrambles race 
and throw in a two-day National Dual 
Sport Trail Ride (the first National 
ever in Arizona) for good measure. 
The start/finish was situated at 
Vulture Mine, 12 miles outside of 
Wickenburg. The Saturday course 
took the riders through the high desert 
area and up into the mountains for 
some forest riding. Riders enjoyed a 
P]1-sponsored lunch stop in the town 
of Prescott, and returned back to camp. 


Sunday’s course again took the riders 
up into the mountains for some forest 
riding, but continued to the resort 
town of Crown King (two saloons and 
a general store) for lunch and gas. 

At 8:00 a.m. on Saturday, riders lined 
up behind Grand Marshall Roger 
DeCoster, who was riding his first-ever 
dual sport ride on a Honda XLR650. 
DeCoster, a five-time World Cham- 
pion motocrosser, loaded up his roll 
chart with a quizzical look on his face 
and took off with Bauman in tow. For 
many riders, it was a thrill just to be 
able to say they rode with DeCoster. 


The day started with a few miles 
down the pavement through Wicken- 
burg, then the first optional section 
took riders down into a sandy river 
bottom. After a couple of miles of sand, 
the course turned under a railroad 
trestle into the hills. Eleven miles of 
challenging terrain over sand, rocks 
and rutted, unused old mining roads 
had riders huffing and puffing. One 
rider on a cherry BSA vintage bike 
dumped it on a rocky road and broke 
off his front brake lever much to his 
chagrin. Instead of worrying about the 
damage, however, he just continued on. 


After the participants finished the 
section, they came out on Castle Hot 
Springs Road, which gave them a rest 
for the next 20 miles. The next optional 
hard trail was a rugged four wheel drive 
section called Crown King Trail. This 
10-mile section was technically chal- 
lenging. A number of four wheel drive 
vehicles were passed by the dual sport 
riders on their climb to the top. Riders 
who stopped to enjoy the view were 
treated to spectacular vistas of the entire 
desert countryside. Near the top, the 
terrain turned into forest with a 
corresponding drop in temperature. A 
lingering cold front had riders who just 
wore jerseys wishing they had brought 
their jackets. 

Rain from Friday night had dam- 
pened the ground, much to the delight 
of the riders. Riders turned on a great 
30-mile-long fire road, which led them 
into Prescott for lunch. 


Lunch was again sponsored by Р]1 
Lubricants at Greens and Things, a 
local deli. Riders got to eat their lunch 
in the town square, right in the middle 
of downtown Prescott. 

After lunch, riders headed down the 
hills via Hwy 89 for 25 miles before 
taking a detour onto a fun, windy, dirt 
road through the countryside. Hunt-

ing season was in full swing, and a 
lot of the hunters set up chairs to watch 
riders come by. Most seemed friendly. 

Sunday’s ride had fewer partici- 
pants, as many opted to stay and watch 
the hare scrambles. 

Riders who rode got a combination 
of some of Saturday’s course in the 
opposite direction, and some new, 
scenic terrain. Lunch was in Crown 
King, with riders. having their choice 
of the Watering Hole or The Saloon 
for their special dual sport lunch. 
Motolink had made arrangements 
with the establishments to have lunch 
ready for the riders. 

After the Crown King Trail (much 
easier going down), riders made a trip 
by Castle Hot Springs, a former luxury 
resort located up a canyon in the 
boonies. Castle Hot Springs was a 
major resort in years past. 

. After a trip down Constellation 
Road, a fun mining road that leads 
back to Wickenburg, riders finished up 
back at the Vulture Mine. The 360 
miles in two days had most tired but 
satisfied. Honda rider Cal Bottom, a 
former racer from Colinga, California, 
commented on the course. “It was а 
lot of fun, especially up in the forest. 
The wet ground made for dust-free 
riding and the scenery was

eff Pestana ruined the competition 

in the 250cc Pro class on the first 

day of racing at the GFI Fall Series 
North finale by smoking to both moto 
wins aboard his Enzo Racing/Pro 
Circuit/Smith/MSR/Bieffe/J&N/ 
Answer/Multi Air/Renthal-sponsored 
Yamaha YZ250. Close to 500 riders 
showed up for the two day event, held 
at Oatfield Motocross Park. 

At the start of the first moto, John 
Stark grabbed the holeshot, but Josh 
Boykin raged past on lap two. Brett 
Hamilton and Pestana also displaced 
Stark and began to reel in Boykin. 
Hamilton snuck past Boykin ina tight 





turn, as did Pestana a few seconds later 
with a strong-arm pass. 

While Boykin began to fade off the 

pace, Pestana began to hound Hamil- 
ton for the lead. Pestana flew past 
Hamilton at the start/finish line and 
put on a display of brilliant riding as 
he pulled away from the field. Pestana 
enjoyed a sizable lead at the checkers 
over Hamilton, Pat Gomm and Jon 
Nelson. 
Pestana had the quickest reactions 
when the gate dropped for moto two 
and led Nelson, Hamilton and Gomm 
through the first turn. Nelson latched 
to the rear wheel of Pestana and began 
to pressure him for the lead. Nelson 
dove to the inside of Pestana in a wide, 
sweeping turn and took over the lead, 
but only temporarily. Pestana turned 
up the wick, smoked past Nelson, and 
pulled away with yet another convinc- 
ing win. Nelson held off a late-race 
charge by Hamilton to finish second, 
well behind Pestana. 

On Sunday, Pestana picked up 
where he left off and easily won. the 
first 250cc Pro moto after following 
Dan Paladino, Nelson and Hamilton 
early in the race. Pestana assumed the 
lead three laps from the finish and 
quickly opened up a commanding lead 
in the remaining laps. Nelson finished 
10 seconds later in second, ahead of 
Hamilton and Paladino. 

Rusty Holland grabbed the holeshot 
in the second moto but enjoyed the lead 
only briefly as Pestana and Boykin 
blew past on lap one. Pestana again 


looked as if he would pull away, but - 


took a spill on lap two. Pestana 
remounted in fifth and quickly 
charged back into third, but Holland 


and Paladino plowed into him in a 


tight turn. All three riders went down, 
and Pestana eventually finished sixth. 
The moto and overall wins went to 
Nelson, while Hamilton and Holland 
finished second and third, respectively 
in moto two. Pestana's 1-6 was good 
enough for third overall behind 
winner Nelson and Hamilton. 

Jeremy Chisum decimated the com- 
petition in the 500cc Junior class on 
both days of racing. Chisum easily won 
all four motos in which he competed. 
Randy Medley and Brad Hetherington 
rounded out the top three on Saturday, 
while Jeff Rapetti and Scott Pendleton 
did the same on Sunday.

Alex Spinelli put his new 1993 Yamaha YZ250 
through the wringer and was rewarded with 
a win in the California Racing Club's Vet 
Novice class at Glen Helen Raceway. 

The track was well-groomed and in excellent 
condition for the CRC's monthy visit, but was 
missing the starting gate. Using an antiquated 
double-rubber band start, Spinelli rocketed 
ahead of the pack in moto one, smoothly 
negotiating the sweeping right-hand first turn. 
Steve Schrobsdorf was right behind him, with 


°` Tim McAdams hitting the step-up jump in 


third. 

Spinelli and Schrobsdorf began to pull away 
from McAdams on the second lap, and started 
what was to be one of the more intense battles 
in the moto. The two Yamaha jockeys pushed 
and shoved for supremacy, with each showing 
a preference for a separate section of the course. 
Spinelli would pull away in the fast sections 
and Schrobsdorf would close up in the rough 
parts. Schrobsdorf came up behind Spinelli in 
the valley section of the track, and then pulled 
alongside in the rockers. 

Spinelli got slightly out of shape after 
halfway through the rockers, and that's all 
it took for Schrobsdorf to power into the lead. 
Back in the pack, Mc Adams had his hands 
full with Suzuki pilot Bill Melanson. The 
RM rider had suffered from a midpack start, 
but was quickly making up for it and had 
worked himself up into fourth. Melanson 
chased the Kawasaki rider through the 
scoring chicane and then the esses, then 
jumped to the inside line in a whooped-out 
long straightaway. Melanson hit the corner 
a bike length ahead of McAdams and set his 
sights on Spinelli. 

Spinelli proved to be more difficult to get 
by, but a lap later Melanson was in second. 
Schrobsdorf was only a few bike lengths ahead 
as the pair headed into the valley. Schrobsdorf

It took Melanson 
a lap to get back into high gear, and he 
jammed by both Orgill and McAdams during 
the white flag lap. < 

Up front, Schrobsdorf and Spinelli took 
first and second place, respectively. 

When the rubberband snapped in moto two, 
clutches dropped and Spinelli was once again 
first into turn one. Melanson got off to a much 
better start this time, and was 1n second with 
Schrobsdorf holding down third place. On lap 
two, Schrobsdorf made his move on the step- 
up jump. He flew by Melanson and set out 
after Spinelli, who was only yards in front 
of him. The top three riders, Spinelli, 
Schrobsdorf and Melanson, had gotten 
bunched up in traffic. 

Melanson was the first to improve on his 
position as he passed both Schrobsdorf and 
Spinelli, just as Schrobsdorf dropped Spinelli 
back to second in the rockers. 

Spinelli was fired up by this and put his 
Yamaha in overdrive, repassing Schrobsdorf 
on the same lap. With the white flag in view, 
Spinelli took command of the race. He took 
the checkered on the next lap for the win and 
the overall victory. Melanson nabbed the 
runner-up slot in the moto, but it was not 
enough for second overall, as Schrobsdorf's 
1-3 earned him second.

Ricketts wins Tennyson HS

Local favorite and National Hare Scrambles 
contender Shad Ricketts lived up to his 
reputation by riding to the overall victory at 
the J&S Racing AMA District 15 Hare 
Scrambles. 

The race was the final event of the five- 
race J&S Racing Off-Road Series, which 
consisted of two hare scrambles, two grand 
prix events and the Tiger Path enduro, which 
was held in May. Ricketts won the overall 
at the three series events in which he competed. 

The victory was hard-earned for the J&S 
Cycle/Bridgestone Tire/Maxima Oil/Team

throughout the race. Chad Thornburg and 
Andy Cregg rode together for much of the 
race, approximately three to four minutes 
behind the leaders, with Thornburg finishing 
one minute ahead of Cregg at the end of the 
race. Open B rider Mike Sampson rode strong 
and advanced his position throughout the race 
to finish 30 seconds behind Cregg at the end 
of the race for fifth overall. 

Fifty-five riders left the starting line on what 
started as a cool and sunny day. The condi- 
tions changed dramatically during the race, 
as a cold front came through. The challenging 
and technical 5.8-mile course consisted of 
tight woods trail, short open sections, grass 
track, and a motocross section just prior to 
the scoring barrels. The course conditions 
were excellent throughout the day, with very 
little mud or dust, and the riders were able 
to push hard throughout the race. 

Following a parade lap, a shotgun dead- 
engine start sent the first row of riders on their 
way. Veteran class rider Gary Adams was first 
into the woods. About 15 minutes later, 
Ricketts appeared on the motocross section, 
leading a tightly-spaced group of five riders, 
including Walker, Adams, Cris Hartlage and 
Jerry Chillman. Ricketts was first through the 

arrels to begin the second lap. Midway 
through the third lap, the front two had 
opened a sizable lead over Adams, Thornburg, 
and Cregg. The tough course soon began 
taking its toll, as front-runners Adams and 
Hartlage experienced mechanical problems, 
with Adams’ day ending with a broken shift 
lever and Hartlage losing several minutes to 
replace a broken rear brake pedal. At the 
beginning of the fifth lap, Ricketts pulled into 
the pits for gas, which allowed Walker to open 
a one-minute lead at the end of five laps. 
Walker returned the favor by stopping for gas 
on the next lap, and the two riders were again

only bike lengths apart. The exciting dual 
between Thornburg and Cregg faded after the 
halfway mark, when Cregg fell a minute 
behind Thornburg and was unable to make 
up the difference.
